WHY OVERKILL? 
The 
slender thread upon which w;orld peace 
hangs is U. S. strength-in-retaliation, or d e ter­ 
rent power. 
W ishful thinkers continue to bombard the A m er­ 
ican public with m isinform ation about our national 
defense, often criticizing wrhat they call A m erica’s 
“ overkill” m ilitary strength. Occasionally, how­ 
ev er, an authoritative voice is raised in protest. 
One is C ongressm an C raig Hosm er of California, 
a lawmaker who has done a great deal of r e ­ 
sea rc h in this field. 
Commenting on our governm ent’s proposed plan 
to change our whole defense picture, C ongress­ 
man H osm er states that it is apparently p re ­ 
dicated on the assum ption that we have more 
hardw are than we need to keep the Russians 
from the notion of striking with a nuclear attack. 
Why do we really need fo much explosive ca­ 
pacity? 
To explain, the legislator goes back to 
the whole idea of overkill. 
“ Just because we 
have m ore explosives, m ore ammunition, m ore 
guns, say, in Viet Nam, than we may fire at 
anyone tim e, does not mean that we should have 
le ss. 
It simply m eans that we have m ore weap­ 
ons, 
m ore 
explosive power than we actually 
will use because of several factors. 
“ One is the fact that our whole deterrent pic­ 
tu re is based on an assumption that the Rus­ 
sians would strike us first, and if they do it 
would cause considerable damage to our m issile 
system and to our SAC bom bers. 
Whatever 
survives this first Sunday punch must be capable 
of returning a punch to the Russians that will do 
enough damage to convince them that they shouldn’t 
strik e in the first place. So you need a lot m ore 
m ilitary arm am ent than you’ll ever use in ord er 
to pose a credible deterrent. 
“ In addition to that, Russia is a large country. 
It is spread out over two continents. The weapons 
that we must use as a threat of retaliation will 
have difficulty penetrating their defenses. 
So 
you will have further losses. 
Thus, the net 
amount that actually will be used to deter the 
enemy is much less than the amount that you 
m ust keep on hand to do so .” 
Why are many concerned over the fact that 
Some of our manned bom bers a re being phased 
out and replaced with other kinds of bom bers, 
and m ore with m issiles? 
Representative Hosmer explains that the pay­ 
load the m issiles carry is much less than the 
payload that the bom bers can carry . 
So, if we 
a re thinking 
in te rm s of destruction of the 
enemy, the bom bers can im pose much greater 
dam age than the m issiles can impose. 
He says we must look at our m issile capacity 
as a somewhat “ untried capacity.” The m issiles 
w< would use in case of attack have never flowTi. 
On the other hand, our SAC bomberF have flow'll 
hM their reliability has been proven over v ears 


of experience. 
M issiles a re very vulnerable: they can be de­ 
stroyed in their silos o r on their way to target. 
In contrast* a large number of our SAC bomb­ 
e rs a re not in silos; they are not on airplane 
fields: they are actually in the a ir. 
T here a re certain kinds of targets that lend 
them selves m ore readily to destruction 
by 
bom bers than by m issiles. 
For example, the 
Soviet railroad system is an integral p art of 
its defense. 
It is a peculiar system — in that 
it operates from 160 centers in the Asian and 
the European parts of the Soviet Union. 
“ Only 160 bombs, not at these railroad cen­ 
te rs but severing the railroad lines in between, 
could segment the entire U. S. S. R. into 160 
pieces of property without communication, in 
any way with each other. 
“ I don’t want to imply that we are targeting 
railro ad s in the Soviet Union,” clarifies the 
Congressm an. 
“ I use that just as an illu stra ­ 
tion to show that th ere are targets which nec­ 
e ssa rily must be hit that do not lend them ­ 
selves to m issile targeting but must be ta r ­ 
geted by bom bers with men in them who can 
see the targets and then destroy them .” 
The California lawmaker says that he does 
not understand the philosophy behind phasing 
out of these bom bers, or the “ kind of a big- 
broth er - will - watch - over - you attitude’ ’ which 
has been adopted in some government c irc les. 
This attitude is apparent in those planners who 
suggest that we simply not think about the m at­ 
te r; they will do the thinking for us, we are told. 
Congressm an Hosm er feels that the com bina­ 
tion of manned bom bers and m issiles is a prov­ 
en force. 
“ It has deterred the Russians and 
if we continue it in that m anner, we can expect 
to continue to deter them ,” he says, “ but when 
we start to manipulate or fool around with it, 
to change the mix, we’re getting into an untried 
a re a that might or might not work. There is an 
uncertainty there, where there is no uncertainty 
in our present deterren t fo rce.” 
This was a 
referen ce to the proposal to junk 425 SAC 
bom bers and replace them with 210 F - l l l (TFX) 
a irc ra ft and 360 new intercontinental m issiles. 
At what point in reducing defense power do we 
take the risk of inviting an attack? D eterring the 
R ussians, he explains, is not what we think o u r­ 
selves. 
It’s what the Russians think. How- much 
damage must we be capable of inflicting in ord er 
to prevent them from engaging the world in this 
king of a w ar? 
“ T here really isn’t any yardstick, but we can 
look back to the situation of World War II to find 
out how much damage they w ere willing to ac­ 
cept during that period to achieve a national 
objective. 
It turns out that they were willing 
to lose 13 per cent of their population and 40 
p e r cent of their industrial capacity.” 
But that doesn’t fix a limit. 
We are told that 
our present forces will do the job of destroying 
50 per cent of R u ssia’s, industrial capacity and 
around 30 per cent of its population. Again, this 
is an estim ate of our government, not an e s ti­ 
m ate by the Kremlin. 
“ And we have to w'orry about the people in the 
K rem lin, not only the ones that are there today, 
but the w orst possible Russian that might be 
th ere, because they can change their govern­ 
m ents must m ore quickly than we can change 
our hardware in the deterrent force. 
So we 
have to have enough force to deter any Russian 
that would be controlling that country.” 
If the U. S. p e rsists in cutting back its manned 
bom bers and reducing defense power, the C ali­ 
fornia lawmaker suggests that these 425 bomb­ 
e r s scheduled for the junkpile be turned over to 
NATO allies who could man them, fly them off 
A m erican bases, and in this way maintain the 
d eterren t at its present level. 
Thus, NATO 
allies could share in the cost in the effort to 
keep the Russians from adventuring into a World 
War III.

WHY OVERKILL? 
The slender thread upon which world peace 
hangs is U. S. strength-in-retaliation, or deter­ 
rent power. 
Wishful thinkers continue to bombard the Amer­ 
ican public with misinformation about our national 
defense, often criticizing what they call America’s 
“overkill** military strength. Occasionally, how­ 
ever, an authoritative voice is raised in protest. 
One is Congressman Craig Hosmer of California, 
a lawmaker who has done a great deal of re­ 
search in this field. 
Commenting on our government’s proposed plan 
to change our whole defense picture, Congress­ 
man Hosmer states that it is apparently pre­ 
dicated on the assumption that we have more 
hardware than we need to keep the Russians 
from the notion of striking with a nuclear attack. 
Why do we really need fo much explosive ca­ 
pacity? To explain, the legislator goes back to 
the whole idea of overkill. 
“Just because we 
have more explosives, more ammunition, more 
guns, say, in Viet Nam, than we may fire at 
anyone time, does not mean that we should have 
less. 
It simply means that we have more weap­ 
ons, more explosive power than we actually 
will use because of several factors. 
“One is the fact that our whole deterrent pic­ 
ture is based on an assumption that the Rus­ 
sians would strike us first, and if they do it 
would cause considerable damage to our missile 
system and to our SAC bombers. 
Whatever 
survives this first Sunday punch must be capable 
of returning a punch to the Russians that will do 
enough damage to convince them that they shouldn’t 
strike in the first place. So you need a lot more 
military armament than you’ll ever use in order 
to pose a credible deterrent. 
“In addition to that, Russia is a large country. 
It is spread out over two continents. The weapons 
that we must use as a threat of retaliation will 
have difficulty penetrating their defenses. 
So 
you will have further losses. 
Thus, the net 
amount that actually will be used to deter the 
enemy is much less than the amount that you 
must keep on hand to do so.” 
Why are many concerned over the fact that 
some of our manned bombers are being phased 
out and replaced with other kinds of bombers, 
and more with m issiles? 
Representative Hosmer explains that the pay­ 
load the m issiles carry is much less than the 
payload that the* bombers can carry. 
So, if we 
are thinking in terms of destruction of the 
em my, the bombers can impose much greater 
Ha magi than the m issiles can impose. 
He says we must look at our missile capacity 
us a somewhat “untried capacity.” The m issiles 
we would use in case of attack have never flown. 
On the other hand, our SAC bomberp have flown 
awd their reliability has been proven over years 


of experience. 
M issiles are very vulnerable: they can be de­ 
stroyed in their silos or on their way to target. 
In contrast, a large number of our SAC bomb­ 
ers are not in silos; they are not on airplane 
fields: they are actually in the air. 
There are certain kinds of targets that lend 
themselves more readily to destruction 
by 
bombers than by m issiles. 
For example, the 
Soviet railroad system is an integral part of 
its defense. 
It is a peculiar system — in that 
it operates from 160 centers in the Asian and 
the European parts of the Soviet Union. 
“ Only 160 bombs, not at these railroad cen­ 
te rs but severing the railroad lines in between, 
could segment the entire U. S. S. R. into 160 
pieces of property without communication, in 
any way with each other. 
“ I don’t want to imply that we are targeting 
railroads in the Soviet Union,” clarifies the 
Congressman. 
“ I use that just as an illustra­ 
tion to show that there are targets which nec­ 
essarily must be hit that do not lend them­ 
selves to missile targeting but must be ta r­ 
geted by bombers with men in them who can 
see the targets and then destroy them.” 
The California lawmaker says that he does 
not understand the philosophy behind phasing 
out of these bombers, or the “ kind of a big- 
brother - will - watch - over - you attitude” which 
has been adopted in some government circles. 
This attitude is apparent in those planners who 
suggest that we simply not think about the m at­ 
ter; they will do the thinking for us, we are told. 
Congressman Hosmer feels that the combina­ 
tion of manned bombers and missiles is a prov­ 
en force. 
“ It has deterred the Russians and 
if we continue it in that manner, we can expect 
to continue to deter them ,” he says, “ but when 
we start to manipulate or fool around with it, 
to change the mix, we’re getting into an untried 
area that might or might not work. There is an 
uncertainty there, where there is no uncertainty 
in our present deterrent force.” 
This was a 
reference to the proposal to junk 425 SAC 
bombers and replace them with 210 F - l l l (TFX) 
aircraft and 360 new intercontinental m issiles. 
At what point in reducing defense power do we 
take the risk of inviting an attack? Deterring the 
Rupsians, he explains, is not what we think our­ 
selves. 
It’s what the Russians think. How much 
damage must we be capable of inflicting in order 
to prevent them from engaging the world in this 
king of a war? 
“ There really isn’t any yardstick, but we can 
look back to the situation of World War II to find 
out how much damage they were willing to ac­ 
cept during that period to achieve a national 
objective. 
It turns out that they were willing 
to lose 13 per cent of their population and 40 
per cent of their industrial capacity.” 
But that doesn’t fix a limit. 
We are told that 
our present forces will do the job of destroying 
50 per cent of Russia’s, industrial capacity and 
around 30 per cent of its population. Again, this 
is an estimate of our government, not an esti­ 
mate by the Kremlin. 
§ 
“And we have to worry about the people in the 
Kremlin, not only the ones that are there today, 
but the worst possible Russian that might be 
there, because they can change their govern­ 
ments must more quickly than we can change 
our hardware in the deterrent force. 
So we 
have to have enough force to deter any Russian 
that would be controlling that country.” 
If the U. S. persists in cutting back its manned 
bombers and reducing defense power, the Cali­ 
fornia lawmaker suggests that these 425 bomb­ 
ers scheduled for the junkpile be turned over to 
NATO allies who could man them, fly them off 
American bases, and in this way maintain the 
deterrent at its present level. Thus, NATO 
allies could share in the cost in the effort to 
keep the Russians from adventuring into a World 
War III.

$12,548,286 
and 
the 
federal 
government

share 
was only $1,399,756. 
To boost the current year, the 
L egislature 
voted an additional 
$2 million in em ergency appro­ 
priations during the last session. 
Without these em ergency funds, 
Wheeler said there would have 
been 
m ajor 
shortages in adult 
education 
program s, post high 
school program s and most im­ 
portantly, health education pro­ 
gram s, which seem s to have the 
largest demand for trained peo­ 
ple in recent years. 
The 
area vocational schools 
were authorized under the fed­ 
eral Vocational 
Education Act 
of 1963. Congress authorized the 
establishm ent 
of 
vocational 
schools and provided funds for 
builcLngs 
and 
equipment 
to 
operate them . Beyond 
this, 
however, M issouri has been con­ 
fined in its ability to expand the 
program s and schools. 
After 
passage of the act, 32 
sites w ere 
approved for

vocational schools in the state. 
The 10 now in operation are lo­ 
cated in the St.

Special School D istrict, Waynes-
